My Dear Sir — Transmitting the Thirty-ninth Annual Re- 
'^^ port of the transactions of the Department of Insurance for 

- the year ending December 31, 1908, I submit for your con- 

'\ . sideration the detailed record of the collections, disbursements, 

V^ financial statements of the various companies authorized in 

Kansas, statistical information of general character pertain- 
ing to insurance, and a complete history of the transactions 
of the department for the year. 

I desire especially to direct your attention to the wisdom of 
the recent legislature in enacting much-needed new laws cov- 
ering the following subjects : ^ 

First. To prohibit the sale of stocks and the offering of spe- 
cial inducements in connection with life-insurance policies. 

Second. Providing specific punishment for agents misrep- 
resenting the conditions and settlements of insurance con* 
tracts — fire, life, casualty, or miscellaneous. 

Third. Providing penalties for agents who dispose of notes 
accepted for premiums before the delivery of the policy. 

Fourth. A specific enactment making insurance companies 
responsible for fraud perpetrated by agents. 

Fifth. The anti-discrimination statute which delegates to 
the state the power to regulate fire-insurance rates. This law 
will become effective about June 1, and will doubtless cause 
considerable criticism and be responsible for extended contro- 
versy during its early operation. However, I am well satisfied 
that the enactment of this law is one of the really important 
legislative records, and that experience will demonstrate that 
it is a solution of the vexatious problem about which the peo- 
ple of the state have been so much concerned in connection 
with the purchase of fire insurance. A fair trial and a careful 
application of the principles of the law will, I am satisfied, 
demonstrate the correctness of its principle. 

(3) 
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I am well satisfied that this 'new law will not only decrease 
the hazard of insurance in Kansas, but will bring about the 
lessening of fire waste, the improvement of property, better 
construction, better equipment, and in all particulars improve 
insurance conditions and reduce the fixed charges therefor. 

I trust that in your examination of the proceedings of this 
department you will find it possible to suggest to the next legis- 
lature the necessity for the services of a state fire marshal, who, 
under the direction of the superintendent of insurance, would 
be a valuable assistant in the inspection of property, the classi- 
fication of insurance risks, the investigation of questionable 
fires, empowered to suggest and bring about improvements in 
the physical hazard of property, and to be charged with the 
further duty of assisting in the application of the principles 
of the new fire-insurance rate law. 

I further believe that Kansas should adopt the plan of east- 
ern states, where it has proven efficient, to have as a part of 
the department of insurance an attorney whose duties shall 
be to determine the questions of law arising in the office. Expe- 
rience of these states has been that it is a necessary and valu- 
able addition to the departmental force, and for these reasons 
I desire to respectfully suggest to you that in my opinion the 
legislature should provide for such an official, as suggested 
by me in the report of this department last year.
